• The work was purely voluntary, and was a reminder of the 
days when the road tax in the rural districts was worked out 
by the farmers instead of being paid in cash, as il is today. 
There was some objection when the change to Ihe cash system 
was made, the farmers feeling that they could pay the lax 
easier in the form of labor, but the change has worked well in 
spite of the fact that since it was made (here has been practi- 
cally no volunteer work-.on the highways. There are many 
men who would not lift a shovel to prevent a washout., Hav- 
ing been taxed for the support of the roads, they stand back 
and let the authorities do il all, and they must not be too 
harshly criticised for so doing. 


And yet a "brush culling day" would be a good thing for the 


majority of rural communities. 'The'farmers and Iheir boys 
and hired men with axes, scythes and bush hooks can make a 
mighty change in the looks of a substantial stretch of road in 
a day, and where the experiment is tried it will be found worth 
while: "Brush cutting day" ought lo become one of the im- 
portant days of the year in every country district.
